Tlie decline ni this clan* of receipts is 
Attributable in a large degree to the re- 
moval of the duty on sugar, which is 
now admitted free. After the Isc < f 
July the bounty on sugar will be p»"d. 
which will be an ther drain on the r^-- 
etiutt to which it ha* not heretofore b tn 
^nl>.jeot. A 8lit{ht increase in the inter 
nal revenue re^-eipts is noted, but so 
slight as iio'l to make an appreciable 
efiect to the heavy decline in cnatom 
revenue*.

Half of the 
autlience was compo ed of women anil 
children and they occuf iel the seats in 
front. The tiaines caught hold of the 
light, intlamuialile scene y, and soon 
made shoit work of it. Smi>k<> filled the 
hall while the ; eop'e were . truggling to 
get out. and tongues of ftauies leaped 
from one side 1 1 the narrow stage to the 
other. Many of the women f tinted or 
were overcome by the smoke and had to 
be carried out.

The KentucJcy State Weatlier .Service,

Signal SiTvice, for the week eudin^: .\pril 
11, IslM.sayis: "The temperature of the 
past week was ransiderably below the 
normal for the season. On Saturday, the 
4tli, und on Tiiursda>-, the Stb, fiosts 
were general throu;;bout the northern 
and central portions of the Stale. On 
the former date they were so severe as to 
seriously injure vegetation in exposed 
pla4t*s. The precipitation of tlie weeli 
was also below the normal. Snow i« re-

tith, but in the general it was very light, 
not being sufficient in amount to cover 
the trround.
